Of the many innovations, introduced into 
China by Foreigners, nono. can at present 
appeal more directly to their faonltios 
than the Foreign steamer, A passenger 
aconstomed ‘to ‘rude xutive boats, when 
stepping for the firat timé on board o well- 
appointed steamer, cannot ‘but rofleot that 
here he sees evidence of wealth, power, 
discipline nnd skill, foreign to his native 
land; and farther thought must suggest 
the question, Are those strangers, then; 
really the rade outer peoplo we have beon 
taught to look down upon as beyond the 


pe of the civilising influence of the Middle |- 


ingdom and Colestiol teachings ? The 
same thought must also arise to the native 
yisitor to Shanghai, when he walks along 
the Bund and compares the mansions of the 
“ Yang-hongs” to his own puny dwellings, 
But the steamer, inasmuch as it penctrates 
throughout tho land, has doubtless becn 
tho greatest lover towards removing the 
barrier. of self superiority assumed — an 
ignorant prejudice which, although if may 
still’ find vent in’ words, no longor, we 
think, really exists in mind. 

‘Next to stcamers, porhaps no movoment 
oan have been more striking than the 
vehicle inaugurated for the expression of 
public opinion by newspapors. It is now 
over six years since the Shenpao was startod 
in Shanghai. At first, many officials, from 
the fact of its articles presuming to discuss 
questions of. administration, affected . to 
despise the organ and refused to subsoribe, 
Gredually, they found their acts argued by 
men, their equalain culture and intelligence, 
and in such a way as rondored it at least 
advisable to read,. Next, they;thought it 
would at timos be desirable. to guide, by 
attempting to dictate what should be in- | 
gerted and what supprosacd., Lastly, they 
found that « newspaper, however advan- 
tageons to the people, was not only incon- 
venient to themselves by undermining that 
a'most despotic power pertaining to pro- 
vincial and departmental rale, but actuall 
dangerous in exposing malfeasances, whic 
otherwise would not have come to light. 
Then’ followed the determitation that the 
! Shenpao should not be suffered to exist. 
Tho officiala of Shanghai, at the outset, 
deomed it a matter that could’be disposed 
of‘locally, and directed their attack against 
the native employés. Finding that there 
were questions of Foreign interest not to 
be treated so summarily; they then resolved 
fo run the paper down by an opposition 
journal. The result is known to’ our rea- 
In the meanwhile, more than one 
High Provincial Official -memorialised the 
Throne to have the Shenpao stopped. The 
anawor from Peking to ali these did: not 
transpire, but ‘dna to the. Governor of 
Chekiang-is said to be on record to the 
effect that tho ‘Shenpao waa- a foréign, 
cundertaking and could not be closed with- 


out.reason ; moreover, that the perusal of |. 


the Sh.npao gave satisfaction in Peking. 
Hero have we proof that’ the Imperial 
Governmont-of Chins has awikened.to,tho 


fact: that thore is a means introduced by.| 


foreigners, by -which an insight.into the 
internal affairs of ‘tho nation may be gained 
otherwise than through the ex parte, ond, 
but too often, suppressio wri, statements of 
its own officials. And, that it does not 
pass over all accounts in the nowspnpera, 
unnoticed, may be- instanced by the fre- 
quent appearance of memorials from Cen- 
aors in the Peking Gaxette, suggesting 
yoférmsa which had. previously been ad— 
yocated in the columns of the Shenpao. 
The most recent proof, however, of the 
growing power of the Press in China, Is 
contained in the Peking Gasette of tho 4th of 
the 11th moon of last year, Itis ina memo 
rial from (Mei,.the Governor of Chekiang; 
in reply to an edict addrossed to the Privy 
Cotndil :—" A certain person momorializes: 
that. the troops (around Hangehow}, hava 
been committing disturbances, and that acts 
of robbery are continually arising, ' Lot in. 
structions be given: to investigate the cir 


oumstaneés:, Respect this,"—Tho edict was | 


sent by the Council to the Governor, and it 
‘Ye evident from the contents of the memo: 
rial in reply that the Oouncll had adverted

Nowspapers havo thus, irdin the stand- 
aint of the Foreign Scttloment of Shang- 
ai, established a rospectod footing in tho 
country ; and, if suffered tq coutingo ex- 
tending their field, should asorf an influence. 
for good, secondary to no other movement. 
But-while according to thor full value in 
thoir possible advocacy of progress and tho 
adoption of European institutions, their 
greatest sphere of~'usofulness will bo in 
thoir chock to judical corruption and 
official, oppression. The Government of 
Poking hus shown itself rondy to sanction 
and make use of the movement, but if 
desirous that papers should work their 
full measure of good, wo would enjoin 
on it one policy; ic., an end to that seorocy 
of all judicial and official acts throughout 
the provinces. ‘This is tho groat obstacle 
that now bars the advance 
By the law of China, all judicial cases 
should bo conducted in open Court, access 
‘being given‘to the’ outside public, But 
this rule is invarigbly infringod, and pro- 
ceedings carried on in an innor chamber, 
or, if inthe outer hall, arrangements aro 
so made that listenorscannot approach 
sufficiently near-to hoar and note. Tho 


reasons for this jealous secrecy in. which . 


the officials envelop their proceedings, ara 
manifest; and if the Imperial Government 
haa really the-intereats of the people at 
heart, the old law of ‘publicity should be 
rigidly enforced, With open Courts and 
with reporters fearless onough to reporti 
traly, and conscientious enough to reject 
bribery; with s Government also ready to 
work ‘ond enguire into cases of injustice ; 
the people of China would then,. apart 
from stcamers aud geience, have canse to 
look back with thankfulness to the first 
advent of foreigners to their Jand.—N. 0.

MEROHANT MARINE. 


HOW THE Ns VIES OF DIFFERENT NaTIONS 
COMPARE, . 
(New York Shipping List.) 
Statistics of the mercantile navies of the 
world for the present yeat are now pub- 
lished ; they relate, of course, to sea-poing 
vessels only. British vessels, that is, all 
sailing under the British flag, whether 
owned in Great--Britain or the colonios, 
show an addition in nuinbor and total ton- 
nage bath of sailing vesaels and steamers,; 
aa compared with 1877; the average size 
of aniling vessels as decreased from BILto 
$04 tons, while that of steamers has in- 
creased from 1048 to. 1077 tona, ‘The 
Tnited States comes second, though with a 
mighty gap between her and Great-Britain, 
which bas been increased tnstead of dimin- 
ished during: tho year, 4morica veasele, 
both sailing-and steam, showing a falling 
off in number and total tonnage from the 
previous year. The average aize of sailing 
vessels is $43 against 340 tons; that of 
steamers has fallen from 1244 to 1:8) tons.
